*UPDATE: ANIMAL CRUELTY: The poisonous substance believed to have caused the death
of two dogs on May 26 around 5 p.m. has been identifietirgshnine. Animal Control officers
responded to a home in the 15100 block of Olddale Road in Cédletriéwivas reported that a
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five-month-old Pit Bull puppy and an adult West Highland ieerat a neighboring home had
ingested a meatball tainted with an unidentified, toxictsuoe and became ill. Both dogs have
since died. No strychnine pesticide products have beenaegdor use in Virginia since 1989.
Prior to 1990 however, there were many rodent control ptedentaining strychnine which
were used widely.

*ANIMAL SAFETY AWARENESS: Animal Control officers responded to a citizen’s call on
May 27 in Chantilly regarding an English bulldog that wadistress. The dog, estimated to be
about 2 years old, was unresponsive. The dog was immegdiaséled to a local animal hospital
for treatment and was pronounced by the veterinarian te&eé upon arrival. The dog had no
shelter and its water bowl was empty. High temperattaesause heat stroke and even death
among pets left outside or in cars exposed to the TibatFairfax County Animal Services
Division recommends a climate controlled area for dodgseep them out of extreme
temperatures which can be dangerous during hot summer mditiinia Code 83.2-6503
outlines minimum standards of animal care required obweers, which includes adequate
water and shelter. On a hot day, leaving a pet outsikii®utiaccess to shade can be deadly.
Even if water is left for an animal outdoors, an ingugit amount or lack of access to that
water—which could be caused by a pet drinking all the whtergking it over or not being able
to reach it—may result in similar deadly consequences.

“Pets without adequate shelter or water cannot protentdélves from the elements,” says
Michael Lucas, Animal Control director. “Similarly, {sdeft in a car have no way to escape the
heat. Even with the window cracked open, temperaturesaareaving pets vulnerable and in a
life-threatening situation.” People who deprive their getezessary shelter and water and those
who leave a pet in a car on a hot day could be prosefartactlass 1 misdemeanor for animal
cruelty under the Code of Virginia 83.2-6570. Animal Care Tipsriy Hot Summer Months:

» Keep your pet indoors in a climate-controlled area, eafigevhen you are not at home.

» Make sure that pets have access to shelter and/or shiaelda¢r indoors and outdoors).

* Provide plenty of fresh water of a “drinkable tempemtur

* Never leave pets alone in a car without air conditignEven cars parked in the shade or

in parking garages can reach soaring and potentiallytéatgeratures for pets.
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
